RADICALISM'S DECLINE 


The waning of radicalism in this coun­ 
try has been a most interesting phenome­ 
non to which too little attention has been 
paid. 
Not long ago Sherman Rogers, as­ 
sociate editor of the Outlook, discussed the 
subject in a public address, describing his 
observations during a 19,000-mile tour last 
fall. 
“Radicalism that was rampant, not 
only among workers, but among farmers in 


1922,” says Mr. Rogers, 
‘was 
strikingly 
lacking last fall. 
People had come out of 
the clouds and got their feet on the ground. 
And this change of feeling was not due to 
any chimerical dream. 
It was caused by 
the changed 
attitude 
of railroad execu­ 
tives, employers and business men toward 
working men and farmers. 
T he progres­ 
sive, 
forward-looking 
executives 
have 
shouldered a responsibility that many ot 
them ignored in the years past. Many exe­ 
cutives who formerly only knew that their 
shop existed by the fact that they could see 
smoke coming out of the chimneys from 
their office desks now know a great many 
of the workmen by their first names. Men 
w ho formerly whispered facts about their 
business to the bankers only, now, iii the 
very frankest manner, make theii entire 
organization 
thoroughly 
familiar 
with 
what profits and losses are and why. 
As 
soon as the management manifested con­ 
fidence in the men, the reaction of confi­ 
dence in management by the men was im­ 
mediate. The same thing exists among the 
major railroad 
executives of the middle 
west. Years ago they spent a great deal of 
ime condemning those 
who 
condemned 
he railroad. They have stopped that out 
here now. Railroad executives are continu- 
illy meeting organizations of farmers and 
shippers, explaining conditions as they are 
md meeting 
the 
farmer in a fifty-fifty 
Banner. 
So far as radicalism in America 
s concerned, the hysteria of a few years 
tgo has practically disappeared.** 
The reasons which Mr. Rogers gives for 
he change which has come 
about have 
Iou bt less been potent. Probably, however, 
hey are not the only reasons. Prof. E. A. 
\oss in b' ‘'Russian soviet re 
blk**’ sums 
... : 
f^ 'u v s th** first lesson to be d n r ii 
rom Russia’s experiment in radicalsm: 
“It seems safe to say that the exist­ 
ing capitalistic system of production 
for profit is now in a securer position 
than it has been for a generation. Its 
very grave defects 
from 
the social 
welfare point of view will continue to 
be able to reply 
that at least it de­ 
livers the goods, whereas the alterna­ 
tive system of state capitalism or pub­ 
lic capitalism not only fails to ‘deliver 
the goods,* but exhibits anti-social ten­ 
dencies different from but perhaps no 
less serious than those which lurk in 
the present economic system.” 
The failure of the Russian experiment 
as certainly had a great deal to do with 
he wanine of radi* lism in all other coun­ 
ties including America. 
America radical 
gitators found it hard to gain new con­ 
eys when day after day the dispatches

BLOCS AND PARTIES. 


* 
There has been many 
blasts 
against 
blocs and against the bloc system which 
has recently made its appearance in easily 
recognizable 
form 
in 
our politics and 
which obviously threatens to do consider- 
; able damage to both the established par­ 
ties. One thing is true of most of the blasts 
against blocs. They do not, as a rule, show 
evidence of much original thinking. 
The 
Philadelphia Record, which is a very keen 
j paper, has been doisg some thinking on 
this subject and it presents some neglected 
aspects of the question, as follows: 
“But if politics be the expression of 
the political wishes of the electorate, 
it is not at all certain that the party 
system is as good as the bloc system. 
The members of the bloc unite to se­ 
cure certain specific action, which is 
far from being all that they desire, 
but is esteemed by them the most im­ 
portant thing at the moment. 
They 
succeed, and then the 
bloc 
disinte­ 
grates and some of 
the 
groups of 
which it consists unite with certain 
outside groups to attain another ob­ 
ject. 
There may be two blocs, but 
each exists for the purpose of attain­ 
ing a specific object When that is at­ 
tained, another bloc is formed for an­ 
other purpose. 
“Under the 
party system 
each 
party seeks to maintain the perma­ 
nent 
organization 
of 
a 
political 
entity. 
You 
are supposed to 
be 
a member of that party for life, and 
you generally are. 
The party exists 
for its own sake. Its members are ex­ 
pected to be loyal to it, no matter 
what it does. The topic that is upper­ 
most in people’s minds at the present 
time is likely to be ignored by both the 
large parties next year, because each 
party is intent only on keeping or get­ 
ting control of the government; it is 
not struggling to put a certain poli­ 
tical program into effect.” 
There is much force in what the Record 
says above and also in its conclusion that 
while “the party system has great advan­ 
tages for politicians,” it is “more than pos­ 
sible that the bloc system affords the peo­ 
ple the better chance to get what they re­ 
gard as the most important thing.” 
And 
yet there is the highly important, practi­ 
cal, concrete fact that in the democracies 
which have been most successful—Amer­ 
ica, England and the British dominions— 
the party system has prevailed, in striking 
contrast with the block system which has 
prevailed on the continent of Europe. 
Experience is not always worth 
more 
than theory, but it very often is, and this is 
especially true in matters of government, 
where the finest theories often fall disas­ 
trously foul of certain traits of human na­ 
ture. 
Of course, there are other reasons 
besides the bloc system 
why democracy 
has not flowered on the European conti­ 
nent as finely as in America, Great Britain, 
Canada and Australia. 
Nevertheless, the 
fact is that in most cases where the bloc 
system prevails democracy is backward, 
and where democracy has progressed most 
this progress has been 
made 
under the 
party system. 
This fact may not be con­ 
clusive, but it will be regarded as of con­ 
siderable importance by most people.

“ Many people have been expect­ 
ing that such would be the case, 
and deferred their tax returns ac­ 
cordingly. 
it is a matter of such 
imminent importance that I have 
no hesitation in recommending that 
the public welfare would be much 
advanced 
by 
temporarily 
laying 
aside all other legislation and en­ 
acting a resolution for this purpose, 
which ought to be by unanimous 
consent. 
“The tax payers, the business in­ 
terests, 
agriculture, 
industry, 
fi­ 
nance: 
in fact, all the elements 
that go to make up the economic 
welfare of the people of America, 
would be greatly benefitted by such 
action. 
“It would remove an element of 
uncertainty from the current fiscal 
year at once, which would be a 
strong stimulant to business, with 
its resultant benefit to the wage 
earners and the agriculture of our 
country.

Now th a t the Caliphate has been 
abolished, the Turkish national as­ 
sembly is turning its attention to 
other reforms to westernize Turkey. 
The lawmakers

for the Turkish alphabet. 
One Con­ 
stantinople newspaper has begun to 
appear in French. 
Among 
suggested 
measures are 
suppression of the Greek and Ar­ 
menian patriarchates and the Jewish 
Rabbinate, and abolition of religious 
teaching in the American and other 
foreign schools in Turkey. 
Some of the legislators insist upon 
closing the private foreign schools 
altogether. 
Others urge the assem­ 
bly to discard the ancient fez as the

I. Chosen King WHI!* a Shephtrd 
Boy (I Sara. 19:1-13). 
1. Samuel Sent to Bethlehem (vt. 
1-5). 
Samuel was directed to go to 
Bethlehem and from among the son* 
of Jesse choose a successor. 
God In­ 
structed him to avoid publicity by tho 
concealment of his real purpose. Sam­ 
uel was not under obligation to tell all 
that he knew, 
especially 
since 
the 
parties had no moral right to know. 
2. Samuel Anointed David (v. 13). 
Though the Lord has refused to choose 
one of the eldest sons of Jesse, when 
this stripling of a boy came before 
Samuel, the Lord Indicated His choice. 
This anointing typified the enduement 
of the Holy Spirit which is essential 
for any and all service for God. 
II. David’* Training. 
1. In the Open F ields (I Sam. 16:11- 
13; 17:34-37). 
As a young man, hi* 
business 
was 
to keep his father’* 
sheep. 
The prevailing 
tendency 
of 
such an occupation would be to take 
things easily, but David did not fall 
Into a life of indolence. 
He became 
such a skilled musician that he was 
called to play his harp before the king. 
He was also an expert marksman, so 
that he could throw a stone with such 
precision as to need only one throw 
to down the Philistine giant. 
Then, 
too, he was physically fitted, for he 
had been “educated in the school of 
the lion and the bear.” 
2. In the King's Court (I Sam. 1S:2, 
21:9). 
Here was formed that tie of 
friendship with Jonathan which not 
only was a bright spot in David’s life* 
but lives in history as a unique af­ 
fair. 
3. In the Camp of the Outlaw (I 
Sam. 
21:10; 31:13). 
The king had 
given commandment to 
kill 
David. 
When the truth of this was realized 
David fled to the king of Gath, where 
he feigned madness. 
Though David 
did 
some 
foolish 
and 
unbecoming 
things during this time, he Is to be 
commended for ids 
self-mastery 
in 
that lie would not touch the Lords 
anointed. 
III. David Made King of Judah (ll 
Sam. 2:1-4). 
Trusting God, David went to Hebron, 
where the men of Judah anointed him 
king over them. 
Thus, a part of the 
nation recognized him as king and 
ratified the work which Samuel did 
years before. 
1. The Dual Kingdom (II Sam. 2:8; 
4:12). 
Most of the tribes of Israel 
held to Dhbosheth, Saul’s son, whom 
Abner had 
proclaimed king of Ma- 
haniam. 
Feuds continued between the 
rival 
factions. 
David's 
power 
in­ 
creased, 
while 
that 
of 
Ishbosheth 
waned. 
This period of civil war last­ 
ed seven and a half years. 
2. David Crowned King of United 
Israel (II Sam. 5:1-5). 
Abner’s death 
and Ishbosheih's assassination put an 
end to David's opposition. 
Besides, 
David's 
behavior during 
this 
time 
gradually won for him the confidence 
of the tribes, so that they all came to 
him at Hebron and anointed him as 
their king. 
They assigned as their 
reasons for anointing him their king: 
(1) He was their brother (v. I). 
(2) lie was their true leader in war, 
even in Saul s time (v. 2). 
(3) lie was the Lord's choice (v. 2). 
IV. David's Worship and Prayer (ll

1. For God s Goodness to Him ( v t .

This was shown In promising 
to build him a house. 
The content of 
ti is covenant is set forth in verses 
s IC.
